1 . PLEASE DELIVER FOLLOWING MESSAGE FROM GEORGE HAMMOND, 
FOREIGN SECRETARY OF NATIONAL ACADEMY OF SCIENCE, TO CLAUS 
GROTE, SECRETARY GENERAL OF GDR ACADEMY OF SCIENCE: BEGIN 
TEXT: NAS ACCEPTS WITH PLEASURE YOUR PROPOSAL FOR VISIT 
IN THE GDR BY NAS DELEGATION WHICH WILL BE EMPOWERED TO 
NEGOTIATE AN EXCHANGE AGREEMENT BETWEEN OUR TWO ACADEMIES 
ON THE BASIS OF YOUR ACADEMY'S DRAFT AND NAS COUNTERDRAFT. 
UPON ACHIEVING AN AGREED SINGLE TEXT, NAS FOREIGN SECRETARY 
AND CHAIRMAN OF NAS DELEGATION WILL BE AUTHORIZED TO INITIAL 
THE DOCUMENT AND RECOMMEND IT TO NAS COUNCIL FOR CONFIRMA- 
TION, WHICH CAN BE A SPEEDY PROCESS. WE ANTICIPATE THAT 
NAS DELEGATION AND YOUR ACADEMY'S REPRESENTATIVES WILL FIND 
IT DESIRABLE TO REFER NEGOTIATION OF AGREED TEXT TO A SMALL 
WORKING GROUP WHICH WILL SUBMIT ITS RESULTS TO RESPECTIVE 
DELEGATIONS FOR APPROVAL. WE SHALL BE PREPARED TO 
DESIGNATE DELEGATION SECRETARY AS NAS REPRESENTATIVE TO 
SUCH A JOINT WORKING GROUP. 
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AS NOTED IN MY TELEX TO YOU 26 APRIL, WE PROPOSE MAY 18-30 
AS DATES FOR NAS DELEGATION VISIT. PLEASE CONFIRM 
ACCEPTABILITY OF THESE DATES.

AND SECRETARY OF DELEGATION FROM NAS STAFF AS FOLLOWS:

INSTITUTES FOR ELECTRONIC PHYSICS, BERLIN; ATOMIC 
RESEARCH, ROSSENDORF; AND SOLID STATE PHYSICS AND 
MATERIALS RESEARCH, DRESDEN; AND TWO NOT LISTED IN YOUR 
LETTER; NAMELY, NUCLEAR RESEARCH, DRESDEN; AND HIGH 
ENERGY PHYSICS, ZEUTHEN. I AM INTERESTED IN CENTRAL 
INSTITUTE FOR PHYSICAL CHEMISTRY, BERLIN, AND ALSO IN 
INSTITUTES NOT LISTED IN YOUR LETTER; NAMELY, INORGANTC 
CHEMISTRY, ORGANIC CHEMISTRY, AND OPTICS AND SPECTROSCOPY, 
ALL IN BERLIN. OTHERWISE, DELEGATION MEMBERS REQUEST 
ASGDR TO SELECT PROGRAM ON BASIS OF THEIR SCIENTIFIC 
INTERESTS. SOME VISITS TO STRONG UNIVERSITY RESEARCH 
LABORATORIES WOULD BE APPRECIATED, IF THEY CAN BE 
ARRANGED. 

DELEGATION REQUESTS THAT, TO EXTENT POSSIBLE, ABOUT HALF 
THEIR VISITS BE ARRANGED FOR TWO MEMBERS TO MAKE 
INSTITUTE VISITS IOINTLY.SO THEY MAY BENEFIT FROM THEIR 
OWN INTERACTION. 

DELEGATION WOULD ALSO APPRECIATE SOME OPPORTUNITY TO 
EXPERIENCE CULTURAL LIFE OF YOUR COUNTRY DURING ITS STAY. 

I SUGGEST THAT INFORMAL REVIEW WITH NAS DELEGATION MEMBERS 
OF PROGRAMS OF SCIENTIFIC VISITS TAKE PLACE 18 MAY AND 
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THAT PLENARY MEETING OF DELEGATIONS OF TWO ACADEMIES 
OCCUR 19 MAY FOR INITIAL STATEMENTS OF GENERAL NATURE AND, 

RELATING MORE PARTICULARLY TO EXCHANGE AGREEMENT, FOR 
REFERRAL OF NEGOTIATION TASK TO JOIN WORKING GROUP; FOR 
FINAL REVIEW OF SCIENTIFIC PROGRAM IF DESIRED; AND FOR 
OTHER TOPICS JOINTLY AGREED FOR INCLUSION ON AGENDA. 

WORKING GROUP WOULD THEN BE EXPECTED TO DEVELOP JOINTLY 
AGREED TEXT. WE PROPOSE FINAL PLENARY SESSION 30 MAY 
FOR PURPOSE OF INITIALING AGREED TEXT AND CLOSING STATE- 
MENTS. 

I SHALL DEEPLY APPRECIATE YOUR RESPONSE TO THESE PROPOSALS. 

IF POSSIBLE, PLEASE REPLY BY TELEX TO CONFIRM YOUR RECEIPT 
OF MY TELEX MESSAGES TO YOU, AS WE HAVE NOT YET RECEIVED
